Its \-u! name IK wood 


sorrel, BO of couibo it belongs (o the 
oxalls family and ly as much an ox- 
alis as the pretty little sister uerli 
which blooms nnd thrives In the orna- 
mental pots in BO many homes through 
the winter. Tou will notice that each 
leaf Is really three leaves. Well, this 
Is the celebrated shamrock of Ireland. 
The clover, lu aptte of the popular fal- 
lacy, has no such claim to distinction. 
This Is the true-eUamrock. 


Xhis our common oxalls of the fields 


and 'woods has bright yellow flowers, 
flat when open; rather cup shaped, as 
they are frequently found, half open. 
Their stems are usually shorter than 
those of the leaves, though they take 
care to keep themselves Jn plain sight, 
for they nre advertising lot insect vis- 
itors* In time- each becomes a email 
pod, but the number does not seem 
sufficient to account for the plentlf.nl- 
ness of the sorrel, and indeed it Is not. 
The oxalls adopts the plan of the vio- 
let and bears flowers "which always re- 
main closed and hidden in the growth 
against the ground, are never BCCQ. un- 
less searched for, and never by the 
casual passer. 
Upon tiicse and their 


close lertiliaation. rather than upon the 
fehowu flowers tlio plant depends for 
propagation. 


This is a tender plant and feels the 


cold, and yet since it comes early and 
stays late it knows it has cnuae to 
look out for its -well being-, for some- 
times tho nights arc chilly. It does as 
Bumans do—goes to fcleep—but, not 
having any coverlets, it tightly shuts 
the flowers which li.ivo b^en open all 
clay, so they huddle toycthet, partially 
covering each other, and tbc scientists 
Kay that In this position they \vurd off 
the cold by rndiaUon. Wise oxiilis! 


There is another plant among tho 


grass, also called both sorrel and sour 
grass, that is even more commou than 
the first named sorrel, if sucli a thing 
were possible. 
Whole fields and hill- 


sides me colotecl by its yellowish red 
spikes of flowers, so thick are they. 
The name redtop sometimes given it is 
juost appropriate. 
In reality it Is 


Llieep sorrel and is of the dock family, 
with many of the same characteristics. 
Its loaves are halberd shaped nnd 
have a stronger, sharper taste than 
those of the wood sorrel. 


Three leaves! We Americans always 


think of the clover in this connection.

novel wight con Iv witnessed almost 
any day In the Bohemian, neigh bur- 
hood out at West I-Jtkcport, says the 
Tankton 18. D.) Press. 


Tho other day, with the thermometer 


approaching the zero mark and snow- 
drifts two or three feet deep, two girls 
about sixteen years of age were seen 
trudging nround lu a field gntUcrlng 
corn. They wore rubber boots, nnd the 
Muow was fully up to their knees. Such 
an unusual occurrence linl to an Inter- 
view with these December Maud Mul- 
lers, who were niklng the cornfield 
white with snow. One of the maidens, 
whose cheeks vied in roay beauty with 
a big red Missouri npple, laughed mer- 
rily at the newspaper mnn's surprise.

The brigade fought heroically to the
